F R A U D IN D IA M O N D S . 


A lleged G reat S ales In Paris of Y e l ­ 
low S to n e6 M ade 
W hite 
b y lA n i- 
llne. 
Considerable attention 
has 
been 
directed to the tricks of the diamond 
trade in Paris by the investigation of 
the charge that a firm of diamond 
dealers had “ doctored” yellowish dia­ 
monds from the Cape so that they 
could be sold as gems of the first 
water. 
The illegimate proceeds of the 
firm from this practice are estimated 
at $5,000,000. The Paris professor 
of chemistry, Bert helot, has shed tlib 
light on the matter: 
“ The ‘painting’ of diamonds is a 
trick 
known to all dealers in dia­ 
monds. 
I am surprised only to learn 
th at these men allowed themselves to 
be caught so easily. 
To give yel­ 
lowish Cape diamonds 
the appear­ 
ance of white Brazilian or Indian dia­ 
monds a man lias only to dip them in 
aniline. 
The process resembles the 
blueing of clot lies by the washerw oman 
and discovered about ten years ago. 
The operation is so simple that no* 
a few Parish women pract ice it. 
They 
buy cheap diamonds and touch them 
up just before wearing them out in an 
aniline bath. 
The appearance of the 
doctored diamonds deceives at first 
glance even the 
experts. The lay­ 
er of aniline wears off quickly, how- 
ever, and the fraud is then quite evi­ 
dent. 
Diamond dealers are 011 the 
alert against frauds of this kind and 
I doubt th at any house could market 
$5,000,000 
worth of the doctored 
goods. The difference between Cape 
diamonds and the Brazilian or In­ 
dian diamonds, which is the basis oi 
the fraud, 
consists in the greater 
beauty and clearness of the latter, as 
well as jn their greater durability. 
Yellow diamonds break easily.” — New 
York Bui).

Harrowing tales are told of 
losses borne by. flock owners in every 
Btate in the Union where sheep are 
kept. 
It 
is discouraging business. 
Here, for example, is the experience of 
a single county in Indiana, as related 
by a correspondent of the Farm er of 
th at Btate: 
The ravages of dogs among sheep in 
parts of 
Montgomery 
County, 
ne 
writes, have b«*en serious. 
For about 
two weeks previous to the date of the 
letter two dogs hail been creating hav­ 
oc among the sheep, several times 
mangling or killiugthem in broad d ay­ 
light, hut alw ays managing to elude 
the efforts of the flockm aster to sur­ 
prise them. 
As soon as discovered 
they beat a hasty retreat One night 
they crippled nearly all the sheep in 
one flock, and the next morning early 
gave chase to a flock of 100 young 
sheep, but were frightened aw ay be­ 
fore the owner could reach the field 
with his gun. 
in the afternoon of the 
sanieday they attacked a flock of 100 
ewes with their lambs, but this time 
the owner was more fortunate, for he 
succeeded in getting to the field in time, 
armed with a Bpencer ritle. 
One ot 
the dogs was savagely mangling a fine 
ewe, w hile her little Iamb bleated pite­ 
ously n e a rb y . 
On the owner’s ap­ 
proach the dog let go and started to 
run. 
But two balls from the rifle 
brought him to a stand still, and a 
third lai 1 him low. 
If such swift punishment as thin 
could be meted out in every case some­

C u lture for Corn. 
Com roots «Jo not run deeply and 
cannot Is* made to b y any way of cul­ 
tivating. The plant loves the warmth, 
and so the whole tendency of cultiva­ 
tion is to keep as near the suriace as 
possible and destroy the wt*eds. 
The 
old-fashioned practice of running a 


common plow, turning a furrow from 
the middle to the rows, was injurious 
in two wsys. 
It left the «enter of the 
rows bare, where more of the leed ing 
roots ar»* 
found, 
ami piled earth 
against the stalks, rotting the brace 
roots 011 which they depend for su¡>- 
port against winds. 
Even if only two 
or thre«* inches qf earth are thrown 
against the stalks it is injurious. 
It 
is more in proportion to the size of the 
plant than the two or three feet of 
earth piled arouml large fruit tree 
which alm ost invariably kills them. 
Besides, the fruit tree roots are often 
found two or three feet Im*Iqiv the sur- 
face, showing th at it is not the depth 
of earth that kills the tree, but its in­ 
ability to suddenly adapt itself to new 
conditions. 
It is certain that corn, 
which makes its entire growt h, includ­ 
ing ripening, in a hundred days or 
little more, cannot a«lapt itself to new 
conditions as readily as can trees that 
have remained in the saqie position 
several years. 
Hem-e in cultivating 
corn, 
especia I y after 
midsummer, 
scratch the surface rather than 
«lig 
deeply, and leave the surface as neat­ 
ly level as possible.— American Uiilti- 
“ ator. 


Short Butter. 
Butter is made in a pe» uliar w ay in 
California, but is sold in ft still rm>re 
eccentric fashion. The butterm aker 
alw ays 
turns 
it 
oui 
in 
round 
rolls about a half-foot in length, sup­ 
posed 
to weigh two pounds. 
The 
dealer sells it by the roll and charges 
for two pounds, bqt the roll alw ays 
lacks from six to eight ounces of full 
weight-. 
This thing has been going on 
for years to the loss of the consumer, 
and without profit to any one except 
the middleman. The latter buys but ter 
by the pound, ami sells it by the roll, 
so he makes a clear profit on the 
short weight. 
When a man handles 
several tons of butter a day this 
makes a large item, for on each roll 
he will make from eight to ten cents, 
or at least SDK) on every ton. 
The 
dairym an can’t prevent 
this, as, if 
they made butter in good two-pound 
rolls, 
no commission 
man 
would 
handle it. 
W hat the butter-makers 
propose to do is to establish an hon­ 
est mould for the rolls and then sell 
their butter themselves in a co-oper­ 
ative market. This will also run out 
the oleomargarine which is sold by 
many dealt rs qs lirst-elqss butter.— 
St. Louis Globe-JH*moerat.

I ani surp rised only to learn 
th a t these m en allow ed them selves to 
be caught so easily. 
T o give yel­ 
lowish Cape diam o n d s 
th e a p p e a r­ 
ance of w hite B razilian o r in d ian d ia ­ 
m onds a m an h as only to dip them in 
aniline. 
T he process resem bles the 
blueing of clot lies by th e w asherw om an 
an d discovered a b o u t ten y ears ago. 
T he O peration is so sim ple th a t now 
a few P arish women p ract ice it. 
They 
buy cheap d iam o n d s an d touch them 
up ju st liefore w earing them o u t in an 
aniline b a th . 
T he ap p earan ce of the 
d o cto red d iam o n d s deceives a t first 
glance even th e 
experts. 
T he la y ­ 
er of aniline w ears off quickly, Iioaa'- 
ever, an d th e frau d is then q u ite evi­ 
dent. 
D iam ond dealers a re oil the

H arrow ing ta les a re to ld of 
losses b o rn e by. Hock ow ners iii every 
S ta te in th e Union w here sheep are 
k ept. 
I t 
is discouraging business. 
H ere, for exam ple, is th e experience of 
a single co u n ty in In d ian a , as related 
by a co rresp o n d en t of th e F a rm e r of 
th a t S tate : 
T he ravages of dogs am ong sheep in 
p a r ts of M ontgom ery 
C ounty, 
ne 
w rites, h av e been serious. 
F o r a b o u t 
tw o weeks previous to th e d a te of th e 
le tte r tw o dogs h ad been creating h a v ­ 
oc am ong th e sheep, several tim es 
m angling o r killing them in b ro ad d a y ­ 
light, b u t alw ay s m anaging to elude 
th e efforts of th e flock-m aster to su r­ 
prise them . 
As soon a s discovered 
th e y b e a t a h a s ty re tre a t One night 
th ey crippled nearly all th e sheep in 
one flock, an d th e next m orning e/irly 
gave chase to a flock of IOO young 
sheep, h u t were frightened 
aw ay be­ 
fore th e ow ner could reach th e field 
w ith his gun. 
In th e aftern o o n of th e 
sa m e d a y they a tta c k e d a flock of IOO 
ewes wit Ii th eir lam bs, la it th is tim e 
th e ow ner w as m ore fo rtu n a te , for he 
succeeded in g e ttin g to th e field in tim e, 
arm ed w ith a Silencer rifle, 
One of 
the dogs w as savagely m angling a fine 
ewe, while her little lam b bleated p ite­ 
ously n e a r b y . 
On th e ow ner’s a p ­ 
p roach th e dog let go an d s ta rte d to 
run. 
B ut tw o balls from th e rifle 
b ro u g h t him to a sta n d still, an d a 
th ird laid him low. 
If such sw ift punishm ent as thin

T ine is ra th e r a difficult case, a s the 
tim e of tra n s it verges on Hie extrem e 
lim it of possibility 
of retain in g the 
m ilk in good condition, an d it in ­ 
volves a knowledge of all th e peculiar 
p ro p ertie so f m ilk, inregard tochanges 
of te m p e ra tu re a n d exposure to the 
atm osphere. 
It is Avell know n th a t 
m ilk becom es so u r sooner when it is 
suddenly cooled an d h as n o t been well 
a e ra te d , a n d th a t it re ta in s its sweet- 
ness longer when it h as thoroughly 
a e ra te d 
and cooled 
slowly. 
Con­ 
sequently, arran g em en ts 
should be 
m ade for th is purpose th a t aa ill tend 
to th e hest results. 
Iii th e hest m ilk dairies which su p ­ 
ply m ilk to the city of New Y ork, th e 
custom is to ship th e milk in the 
evening, t lins having th e a d v a n ta g e of 
th e cooler night trav e l, Avhieh is quite 
im p o rta n t. 
T he m orning’s m ilk is 
well aired by pouring lroni th e pails 
in to large cans (forty q u a rts), and 
these a re low ered in to a well in an 
iron cage by a w indlass, where it sta y s 
until th e evening’s m ilking is cooled 
dow n, an d b o th are shipped together, 
b u t n o t m ixed. 
T his plan, in the

tw o ca rd s to each of 
th e {flayers, including himself, b u t th e 
'o th e r p layers m u st receive th e ir card s 
before th e b an k er is served. 
T he aim of th e p la y ers is to m ake 
th e num bers, 9, 19, 29, o r as nearly 
t hose as possible, a s 8, 18 an d 28. 
Any 
player is a t liberty either to 
“s ta n d ,” w ith th e tAvo card s first d ealt 
o r to call for m ore a t th e risk of ex­ 
ceeding 29, when his sta k e is forfeited 
to th e dealer. 
If, after th e first d istri­ 
bu tio n of t avo card s to each, any 
p lay er has a “ n a tu ra l”—th a t is a 
sum m aking 9, or, next in value, 19— 
lie deciares it a n d th e b an k er p ay s all 
who

in ten tio n of preparing 
for lier ap p ro ach in g d e p a rtu re from 
th e world. 
H er physician, on being 
sum m oned 
assured her 
th a t th ere 
w as n othing in th e s ta te of her health 
to give ground 
for uneasiness, 
an 
opinion which, she ad m itted , would 
h av e accorded w ith her own feelings if 
sh** had n o t seen th e signal for her 
d ea th . She died th e th ird d ay afte r­ 
w ards, th e sight of the com et having 
effected th a t of which she believed it 
w as th e presage. 
Very different w as 
the conduct of Queen 
E lizabeth of 
England on a 
sim ilar occasion.

“ T he m a g istrate inquired if there 
were an y cases for tria l, and, being 
an s Ave red iii th e affirm ative, lit* o rd er­ 
ed a prisoner to be brought in. T his 
m an w as accordingly {trodneed, ac­ 
com panied 
l»y 
the p ro secu to r an d 
av it ness. 
T he paintier then s ta te d th e 
charge, A v h ic h was th a t th e prisoner 
h ad stolen a goose belonging to th e 
prosecutor. 
T he following dialogue 
then ensued:— 
“ M agistrate to P ro se cu to r: '‘Well, 
sir, w hat have you to say ?’ 
“ ‘Please, y o u r High M ightiness, th e 
prisoner stole my goose.’

Having Up Hill Work. 
Ths Salvation Army people at 
Anoka and Xorthfield are having a 
hard time of it The Herald of the 
former place says that “du ring the 
last few months no pu blic scandal has 
transpired in that city withou t bring­ 
ing into disrepu table prominence the 
Salvation Army. The resu lt is not 
condu cive to good morals in every 
instance, therefore, and the existing 
state of affairs is a problem which 
shou ld be speedily solved by all pro­ 
motors of the pu blic wellfare.” 
Northfield News says: 
For several years past members of 
the Salvation Army have lived in 
Northfield and held meetings on the 
street corners and at their barracks. 
At first the pecu liarities of these peo­ 
ple attracted crowds to their meetings 
which were several times distu rbed 
by boys and you ng men resu lting 
in law su its, the costs being generally 
borne by the city. The police have 
always had a watchfu l eye on the 
meetings, bu t have been u nable to 
prevent them from being a distu rb­ 
ance to ths people living in the 
neighborhood of the barracks. While 
we have the greatest respect for 
objects sou ght to be gained by the 
work of the Army, we do believe 
that their methods of work are 
open to severe adverse criticism. The 
Army in Northfield has been rein­ 
forced lately by a man known as “Joe 
the Tu rk,” who insisted that the bass 
dru m shou ld be u sed du ring the street 
parades, in opposition to the orders of 
the city mayor. On Wednesday even­ 
ing the noise of the dru m cau sed a 
ru naway and when the police at­ 
tempted to stop the Army playing the 
dru m they were resisted and the Tu rk 
was locked u p in the city jail, bu t 
nothing was done in regard to the 
matter and he was released in the 
morning. When the actions of the 
Salvation Army become a nu isance it 
shou ld be su ppressed. 
Another dis­ 
gracefu l scene took place on Mill 
Squ are Thu rsday evening when the 
police officers took the dru m away 
from the Army. The dru m was be­ 
ing u sed contrary to orders from the 
mayor. 
Mayor Norton was pu blicly 
insu lted by these people and it ap­ 
pears to be a qu estion of whether this 
town is to be controlled by the Saly a- 
tion Army o r whether the mayor and 
the city co uncil hav e so mething to 
say 
m regard to the management o f the 
city . Any religio ns wo rk which the 
Salv atio n Army may hav e fo r an o b­ 
ject seems to hav e been lo st sight o f 
in this struggle between lawlessness 
and the o ity autho rities.

We have it from a reliable source 
that a colony of sixty-five German 
families are about to locate on lands 
lying north and east of Deerwood in 
this county. 


Having Up Hill Work. 
The Salvation Army people at 
Anoka and Northfield are having a 
hard time of it. The Herald of the 
former place says that “during the 
last few months no public scandal has 
transpired in that city without bring­ 
ing into disreputable prominence the 
Salvation Army. The result is not 
conducive to good morals in every 
instance, therefore, and the existing 
state of affairs is a problem which 
should be speedily solved by all pro­ 
motors of the public wellfare.” The 
Northfield News says: 
For several years past members of 
the Salvation Army have lived in 
Northfield and held meetings on the 
street corners and at their barracks. 
At first the peculiarities of these peo­ 
ple attracted crowds to their meetings 
which were several times disturbed 
by boys and young men resulting 
in law suits, the costs being generally 
borne by the city. The police have 
always had a watchful eye on the 
meetings, but have been unable to 
prevent them from being a disturb­ 
ance to the people living in the 
neighborhood of the barracks. While 
we have the greatest respect for 
objects sought to be gained by the 
work of the Army, we do believe 
that their methods of work are 
open to severe adverse criticism. The 
Army in Northfield has been rein­ 
forced lately by a man known as “Joe 
the Turk,” who insisted that the bass 
drum should be used during the street 
parades, in opposition to the orders of 
the city mayor. On Wednesday even­ 
ing the noise of the drum caused a 
runaway and when the police at­ 
tempted to stop the Army playing the 
drum they were resisted and the Turk 
was locked up in the city jail, but 
nothing was done in regard to the 
matter and he was released in the 
morning. When the actions of the 
Salvation Army become a nuisance it 
should be suppressed. 
Another dis­ 
graceful scene took place on Mill 
Square Thursday evening when the 
police officers took the drum away 
irom the Army. The drum was be­ 
ing used contrary to orders from the 
mayor. 
Mayor Norton was publicly 
insulted by these people and it ap­ 
pears to be a question of whether this 
town is to be controlled by the Salya- 
tion Army er whether the mayor and 
the city council have something to say 
in regard to the management of the 
city.

F R A U D IN D IA M O N D S . 


A lle g ed G r ea t S a le s In P a ris o f Y e l­ 
lo w S t o n e s M ade W h ite b y lA n i- 
line. 
Considerable attention has been 
directed to the tricks of the diamond 
trade in Paris by the investigation of 
the charge that a firm of diamond 
dealers had “doctored” yellowish dia­ 
monds from the Cape bo that they 
could be sold as gems of the first 
water. The illegimate proceeds of the 
firm from this practice are estimated 
at $5,000,000. The Paris professor 
of chemistry, Rerthelot, has shed this 
light on the matter: 
“The ‘painting’ of diamonds is a 
trick known to all dealers in dia 
monds. 
I am surprised only to learn 
that these men allowed themselves to 
be cauglit so easily. 
To give yel­ 
lowish Cape diamonds the appear­ 
ance of white Brazilian or Indian dia­ 
monds a man has only to dip them ip 
aniline. The process resembles the 
blueing of clothes by the washerwoman 
and discovered about ten years ago.

The difference between Cape 
diamonds and the Brazilian or In­ 
dian diamonds, which is the basis of 
the fraud, 
consists in the greater 
beauty and clearness of tfie latter, as 
well as in their greater durability. 
Yellow diamonds break easily.”—New 
York Bun.

D o g s a n d T h eir F le e c y V ic tim s. 
The subject of sheep-killing dogs is 
one that “will not down” so long as 
those ravaging curs abound and valu­ 
able sheep are harried and slain by 
them. Harrowing tales are told of 
losses borne by. flock owners in every 
State in the Union where sheep are 
kept. 
It 
is discouraging business. 
Here, for example, is the experience of 
a single county in Indiana, as related 
by a correspondent of the Farmer of 
that State: 
The ravages of dogs among sheep in 
parts of Montgomery County, 
ne 
writes, have been serious. For about 
two w'eeks previous to the date of the 
letter two aogs had been creating hav­ 
oc among the sheep, several times 
mangling or killingthem in broad day­ 
light, but always managing to elude 
the efforts of the flock-master to sur­ 
prise them. 
As soon as discovered 
they heat a hasty retreat One night 
they crippled nearly all the sheep in 
one flock, and the next morning early 
gave chase to a flock of 100 young 
sheep, but were frightened away be­ 
fore the owner could reach the field 
with his gun. 
In the afternoon of the 
same day they attacked a ffock of 100 
ewes with their lambs, but this time 
the owner was more fortunate, for he 
succeeded ingettingto the field in time, 
armed w ith a Sjiencer rifle. One of 
the dogs was savagely mangling a fine 
ewe, while her little lamb bleated pite­ 
ously near by. 
On the owner’s ap­ 
proach the dog let go and started to 
run. 
But two bails from the rifle 
brought him to a stand still, and a 
third lai I him low. 
If such swift punishment as thio 
could be meted out in every case some­ 
thing would be accomplished toward 
the abatem ent 
of tnis intolerable 
wrong. 
But more than this is needed. 
The ravages of sheejekillers br ing so 
well established, and it being also well 
established that the destructive work 
is not confined to ownerless “curs of 
low degrees,” but is done by even pet 
dogs, regarded by their owners as of 
great value, the law should provide 
that all stray dogs, of whatever kind, 
may be killed on sight. Then owners 
of really useful dogs would see to it 
that they were kept at home, night as 
well as day. 
S u m m e r P lo w in g . 
While the land which has already 
jow n one cultivated crop may usual­ 
ly be fitted for another without plow­ 
ing, yet by the use of the pulverizing 
harrow or the cultivator, there is 
enough that may be plowed this 
month. 
All the fields of June grass 
and daisies which do not yield a ton 
; to the acre should he mown early, and 
the sward turned well under, if the 
farmer has time to do it, and manure 
to put on it, or money or credit to 
buy from ‘200 to 400 pounds of good 
fertilizer to put on an acre of it. 
It 
can be used in July for some of the 
crops which it will be early enough to 
put m then, Rutabagas may lie sown, 
or drilled corn for t he silo, or millet, 
or it may be kept for the sowers of fall 
grains, or it may be rests sled to grass 
in august, if well worked over two or 
three times in July, with a reasonable 
I prospect of a better crop next year 
I than it gave this year. The other 
crops, grown and feu out, will go very 
; far toward increasing the manure heap 
so that it can bo made ri< h enough to 
plant corn on next spring. Or it can 
be sown to buckwheat. Canada peas, 
flat turnips or some other crop which 
can lie plowed in to enrich the soil for 
next year s cro’38. Almost anything 
will be better than a scanty crop of 
grass. that d o es not pay theexpenseof 
cutting and curing.—American Culti­ 
vator. 


C ultu re for Corn. 
Com roots do not run deeply and 
cannot be made tob y any way of cul­ 
tivating. The plant loves the warmth, 
and so the whole t» ndeney of cultiva­ 
tion is to keep as near the surface as 
possible and destroy the weeds. The 
old-fashioned practice of running a 
common plow', turning a furrow from 
the middle to the rows, was injurious 
in two ways. 
It left the cynter of the 
rows bare, where more of the feeding 
roots arc 
found, and piled earth 
against the stalks, rotting the brace 
roots on which tfivy ifejiend for sup­ 
port against winds. 
Even if only two 
or three inches pf earth are thrown 
against the stalks it is injurious. 
It 
is more in proportion to the si re of the 
plant than the twp or three feet of 
earth piled around large fruit tree 
which alm ost invariably kills tlu-m. 
Besides, the fruit tree roots are often 
found two or three feet below the sur­ 
face, showing that it is not the depth 
of earth that kills the tree, but its in­ 
ability to suddenly adapt itself to new 
conditions. 
It is certain that com , 
which makes its entire growth, includ­ 
ing ripening, in a hundred days or 
little more, cannot adapt itself to new 
condit ions as readily as can trees that 
have remained in the saqie position 
several years. 
Heine in cultivating 
corn, 
especialy after 
midsummer, 
scratch the surface rather than 
dig 
deeply, and leave tfie surface as neat­ 
ly level as possible.—American Culti­ 
vator. 


S h o rt B u tter. 
Butter is made in a peculiar way in 
California, but is sold in a still more 
eccentric fashion. The butterniaker 
always 
turns 
it 
out in 
round 
rolls about a half-foot in length, sup­ 
posed 
to weigh two pounds. The 
dealer sells it by the roll and charges 
for two pounds, bqt the roll always 
lacks from six to eight ounces of full 
weight- This thing has been going on 
for years to the loss of the consumer, 
and without profit to any one except 
themiddlpnuni. The latter buys but ter 
by the pound, and sells it by the roll, 
so he makes a clear profit on the 
short weight. When a man handles 
several tons of butter a day this 
makes a large item, for on each roll 
he w ill make from eight to ten cent8, 
or at least $100 on every ton. 
The 
dairyman can’t prevent this, as, if 
they made butter in good two-pound 
rolls, 
no commission 
man 
would 
handle it. 
What the butter-makers 
propose to do is to establish an hon­ 
est mould for the rolls and then sell 
their butter themselves in a co-oper­ 
ative market. Th»s will also run out 
the oleomargarine which is sold by 
many dealers 
first-class blotter.— 
rat.

milk so as to keep it sweet for twenty- 
four hours in summer. 
Milking done 
at 6 p. m., and both lots sent off in 
morning a five-hours’ railway jour­ 
ney, for city delivery and consump­ 
tion same night. 
A method preferred 
where ice would not be required. 
D airy F a r m e r. 
Collingwood, Ontario. 
Thie is rather a difficult case, as the 
time of transit verges on tlie extreme 
limit of possibility of retaining the 
milk in good condition, and it in­ 
volves a knowledge of all the peculiar 
properties of milk, in regard to changes 
of temperature and exposure to t he 
atmosphere. 
It is well known that 
milk becomes sour sooner when it is 
suddenly cooled and has not been well 
aerated, and that it retains its sweet­ 
ness longer when it has thoroughly 
aerated 
and cooled 
slowly. Con­ 
sequently, arrangements 
should he 
made for this p u q o se that will tend 
to the best result s. 
In the best milk dairies which sup­ 
ply milk to the city of New York, the 
custom is to ship the milk in the 
evening, thus having the advantage of 
the cooler night travel, which is quite 
im portant. 
The morning’s milk is 
well aired by pouring irom the pails 
into large cans (forty quarts), and 
these are lowered into a well in an 
iron cage by a windlass, where it stays 
until the evening’s milking is cooled 
down, and both are shipped together, 
but not mixed. This plan, in the 
present case, must be reversed but 
there is no particular difficulty about 
it, excepting so far as the higher day 
temperature is concerned. 
This J 
have avoided by covering the cans 
w ith a rubber sheet, which the rail­ 
road men always returned and took 
care of for a small consideration. 
This prevents the warm air from af­ 
fecting the cool milk and keeps the 
temperature down very effectively.

One ounce of it to forty quarts of 
milk is sufficient for this purpose and, 
as it is quite inox ions, it is free from 
the objection, appertaining to the 
boraeic acid preparations which have 
been suggested and recommended for 
this purjtose.—Country Gentleman. 


W H A T B A C C A R A T IS. 


A Cam e Like Vtr.gt e t U n , b u t W ith 
M ore C o m b in a tio n s . 
Baccarat, rarely played in America, 
is the favorite fashionable gambling 
game of England and the continent. 
It is gambling pure and simple, may 
be played by any number of packs of 
cards. 
All bet against the dealer, 
who banks and deals from a box sim­ 
ilar to a cigar box* 
The face cards 
each count ten, and the others ac­ 
cording to the number of their spots. 
After the bets have been made the 
banker deals two cards to each of 
the players, including himself, but the 
'other players must receive their cards 
before the banker is served. 
The aim of the players is to make 
the numbers, 9, 19, 29, or as nearly 
those as possible, as 8, 18 and 28. 
Any player is at liberty either to 
“stand,” with the two cards first dealt 
or to call for more at the risk of ex­ 
ceeding 29, when his stake is forfeited 
to the dealer. 
If, aftef the first distri­ 
bution of two cards to each, any 
player lias n “natural”—that is a 
sum making 9, or, next in value, 19— 
he declares it and the banker pays all 
who 
holds superior hands to his 
own and claims from those holding 
inferior hands. 
The players stake 
their money separately, there being 
in fact, as many separate games in 
progress as there are players, and the 
spectators may wager their money on 
and one of them, all of which must be 
accepted by the hanker. 
Prior to the banker making a start 
he states the amount in the bank— 
for example, £50. 
Any one sitting 
down at the table has a right to call 
the whole of the bank, selecting the 
left or the right on which to pick up 
the cards. 
If the bank is not called 
then the banker proceeds to deal to 
£25 a side, or as much as it may be 
“marked” or called—the former mean­ 
ing that the money is placed on the 
table, the,latter that the hanker has 
accepted the bet without the money 
being staked. The latter course, how­ 
ever, is quite the exception, the ready 
coin hemg invariably planked. Pre­ 
vious to the banker dealing the cards 
it is the duty of two croupiers,one on 
the right and the other on the left to 
count 
up the stakes deposited on 
either side, and then make up the 
bank. Thu.** the banker knows to the

Forcing; Into Fruit. 
Growing a plant, like a vine or a 
bush, to bear fruit is one thing. Com­ 
pelling it to bear fruit instead of vine, 
or leaves and stem, is quite another. 
The last cannot be accomplished un­ 
less the first is well don**. To produce 
good fruit we want good roots and 
plenty of them. These only grow in 
good soil, in the proper temperature 
and the due amount of moisture at 
the roots and sunlight overhead. But 
with all these essentials, most growers 
produce a rampant plant whi« h will 
not produce fruit till the season is so 
tar advanced that the fruit comes l>e- 
cauae it can’t help it. 
We want the 
fruit early because “the early bird 
catches the early worm.” To obtain 
the early fruit we must 
che* k the 
growth of u seless vine, branches, leav­ 
es, etc. 
We must drive the supera­ 
bundant sap produced by th e-p ’endid 
roots, to making fruit. 
Yes, but how? 
Trim off the p ar - of the plants just 
above w here the fruit has set. 
We 
have grown the plant and forced it to 
aet fruit; if we don’t check its growth 
of bush it w iff keep right on. 
It is 
very simple when you think over. 
Finch off the superabundant xmsh 
growdh and then encourage a vigorous 
fruit growth. 
Keep up the vigor of 
the roots by watering with manure 
water. 
K eep off winds, fi*t in sunshine 
to the fruit and you may begin to an­ 
ticipate the number of your feathered 
tribe as they hatch out before your 
very eyes.

Having Up Hill Work. 
The Salvation Army 
people at 
Anoka and Northfield are having a 
hard time of it. 
The Herald of the 
former place says that “during the 
last few months no public scandal has 
transpired in that city without bring­ 
ing into disreputable prominence the 
Salvation Army. The result is not 
conducive to good morals in every 
instance, therefore, and the existing 
state of affairs is a problem which 
should be speedily solved by all pro­ 
motors of the public wellfare.” The 
Northfield News says: 
For several years past members of 
the Salvation Army have lived in 
Northfield and held meetings on the 
Btreet corners and at their barracks. 
At first the peculiarities of these peo­ 
ple attracted crowds to their meetings 
which were several times disturbed 
by boys and young men resulting 
in law suits, the costs being generally 
borne by the city. The police have 
always had a watchful eye on the 
meetings, but have been unable to 
prevent them from being a disturb­ 
ance to the people living in the 
neighborhood of the barracks. 
While 
we have the greatest respect for 
objects sought to be gained by the 
work of the Army, we do believe 
that their methods of work are 
open to severe adverse criticism. The 
Army in Northfield has been rein­ 
forced lately by a man known as “Joe 
the Turk,” who insisted that the bass 
drum should be used during the street 
parades, in opposition to the orders of 
the city mayor. On Wednesday even­ 
ing the noise of the drum caused a 
runaway and when the police at­ 
tempted to stop the Army playing the 
drum they were resisted and the Turk 
was locked up in the city jail, but 
nothing was done in regard to the 
matter and he was released in the 
morning.

The drum was be­ 
ing used contrary to orders from the 
mayor. 
Mayor Norton was publicly 
insulted by these people and it ap­ 
pears to be a question of whether this 
town is to be controlled by the Salya- 
tion Army or whether the mayor and 
the city council have something to say 
m regard to the management of the 
city. Any religious work which the 
Salvation Army may have for an ob­ 
ject seems to have been lost sight of 
in this struggle between lawlessness 
and the oity authorities.
